JUDGE McKINZIE'S 
DECISION UPHELD 


In an opinion which was render- 
ed by the State Supreme Court on 
Thursday, a decision made by Judge 
A. M. McKinzie of Contra Costa 
County in 1915 in the suit of H. C. 
Cutting against I. R. Vaughn was 
reaffirmed and the decision of the 
District Court of Appeals in the 
same case was reversed, 

The suit was the result of some 
street’ work which was done in 
Richmond several years 890. A 
controversy arose over the assess- 
ment for. the work and the city 
council of Richmond officially fixed 
the amount of the charges. Action 
to test the case was then started 
by Cutting against I. R. Vaughn, 
jas treasurer of the city of Rich- 
| mond. 

The case came to trial before 
Judge A. B. McKenzie in the year 


‘14915 and in his decision he sus- 


tained the assessment set by the 
| Richmond City Council. The case 
was ~then taken to the District 
!Gourt of Appeals and that tribunal 
lreversed the lower court. An 
appeal was again taken to the Su- 
preme Court and fn the decision 
{Just rendered- by the highest court 
\in the state the ruling of Judge 
McKinzie was upheld.
